So when lome Scriptures ſay, A Woman muſt nx SPraks in che Charch, 
( namely, ro Teach Publickly by Propheſymng : as 1 Cor, 14, 34, 35\ 
1 Tim. 2. 12.) Nor to «ſurpe authority over the man ( namely, 70 tale 
any publick charge of Paſtur ar T racher, as Diodate on the place) Bur 
to be in ſilence ( namely in this Aatier or Poyar of Prapbeſying : ) And 
if they will learn any thing (namely, to be furt ber ſatisfied tauc hing what 
bat h been taught by the Men, whether Teaching "y Office or Teaching 
by Gift in the Church ) Let them ute their Hutbeud: as howe, or in 
caſe they hive none, or none that are ce to reſolve them, Lee chews. 
ah any of the Brethren PRIVATELY (which is alone as to 4K at

ned Scriptures therefore muſt be underſiood, (as the former 3 ä

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abſolutely and vuivir/ally, but wich theſe expreſſe Lymmitations, and 
with ſuch Exceptions as other Scriptures alſo make Mention of, which 


doe Require Women in ſeverall other caſes to ſpeaks in the Church; Will 
you Heartherefore Brother, and will you learn in what caſes they may 
and ought to Speak, and wherein they ſhould Sinne, if they /:ake not? 
Surely Brothet when they perſorme an abſolute Duty, and when they 
nſe no other then the Liberty which the Blood of Chrift hach purchaſed 
for them, as Believers, then they doe not »ſwrpe nor take to themſelves 
any more-power or axthority then is freely given them of God and 
Ghriſt.

When they are bed any Qutſti ns concerning others, Jo give their 
Teſtimony concerning them, either concerning perſons to be Admitted, 
or touching perſons to be Cenfured, here alfo They muſt /pcake ia the 
Church: ( as AQts 12. 14, 15, Mat. 18. 16.) ( 3dly. ) So allo 
concerning THEMSELVES, at the time of their own eADMISSI- 
ON ; when they prof: ſſe their Faith before the Ld and the Church, 
when they hold forth the work of God upon their own ſpirits and Gods 
Gracious dealings wich them in his calling of chem to Fe/ow/aip firſt 
with Himſelſe, and now with his People, Here it likewiſe Sealing in 
the Church, by the Women as well as the Men, andthac to very good 
Purpoſe, for it is found (by experience) to be very Teaching and Edi- 
fying wnto the whole rods (Though it be not that Publique T. ac hing 
afore/aid, yet) whileſt they are thus Rendring a reafon of the Hope that 
i in them with meekntſſe and Fear, according to the Preporrion, Mea- 
ſure, ani efficacy os the Spirit which they have Received, they doe eve» 
ry ene Contribute and ſupply ſumetbing towards the mutuall edifying of 
the whole m love: (Mat.

9, 10) ( 5thly ) They ſpeake in the Church, 
Where they have an Extraerdinary Gift ef Prayer and Prophecy: (1 
ſay.) an Extraordinary Gift, (as 1. Cor. 11. 5) Every Woman that

Thus did Anna, Luke 2. 37, 38. and the four Daughters of Philip: 
Acts 21. 9. Hence perſons Experienced, learned and Godly, have con- 
ceived, that as this was Extracrdinary, ſo where there are Impulſes 
Extraor. 
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Extraordinary from the Spirit of God, in caſts Extraordinary fai. 
ling out in 4 (burch, * There may be the ſame ground for their, ** % e, 
ſpeaking now, (in ſuch caſes ) as there was then: though their ire ce hee 
(peaking by way of Ordinary Propbeſying is forbidden: ( 6thly ) ice ins 
Tbey Ipeade in the Church ; To cliers themſelves from any Raſs, ot any other 
Sudden. underſerved, nnadviſed, uncharitable and urjuſt (enſure, _ Ten 1 
Admonition or Reproefe Irregularly given them by the Church: f pre Seca 
Officer: which they ought not to [ye down under and ſubmit unto, 
when they are mt guilty of the Feult Faulis or Crimes laid to their 
Charge: Thus ( you know) Gracinus Hannah did not Sabmitt 
or Subject to that Ra/b, Harſband unjuſt C enſure, But pale again 
to Eli that Reproved Her: When he C:unted and Called ber ( in 
that wncomely,and unworthy manner, ) Drunken Woman, Dangle 
ter of Belial, &c : even for doing or diſcharging her Dwrce at that 
time in the How/e of God ( at it ſeemes upon the like Ground of 
diſcharging « duty in the Church, (though of another Kinde,)you 
ſo. «nworthily Cen/ured the Graciow S. which you mention 
in your Booke: and have accounted and called her as ba or worſe 1 
and yet will you blame her for her peaking in the Church? ) See, 
Read, Conſider, lay up, and Remember this Scripture, and let it 
be your /ookjng-glaje for the future; (it is 1 Sam.

will and Teſtament of Chrift, ſealed with his Blood, was by him 
given in common unto all that had like pretions Faith, unto all Be- 
lie vers in Church. Eſtate, even to che whole Multicude of Belte- 
vers both men und Women, officers and Brethren, the whole number 
of Names, or all the Members of the Charch Aſſembled and mett 
togetber; Every thing fill ( you finde) was to be done by rhe 
— and eynt conſent, Aoecerd, Agreement, Concurrence and 
Sat i fadtios of the whole Church that were met together in cone place: 
Now Brother, If things muſt be done by thr b, then not by 
the Majvr pert; And if by rhe whole, then of nece ſſity the Difſa- 
tiſted muſt Feake their Diſſatu faction, in order to the Satifying 
of their Dowbrs and Scrwpler, or the Clrering of the Truth: that 
they may come to « Generall and nniverſall concurrence fat iafatti- 
on, agreement, and conſent at length: And if this cannot be, at laſt; 
yet however, wo proceedings(according to Rule) be made in the 
Church, till all meanes have been firſt nſed for this: Or till thire be 
in the Diſſatisfyed, (if not 4 concurrence, yet at leaſt ) 4 Sub.
